a, A jjrigte in his first year of duty receives 30 rubles a month.

A sergeant without a specialty receives 50 rubles a month. 

da A sergeant with a specialty receives 1J>0 rubles a month. 
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ft. A chief of a frontier post receives 1,500 rubles a month* 
f 1 . A commandant receives 2,800 to 3*000 rubles a month. 

3* Border guards receive political lectures nightly, which last from two to 
three hours $ political lectures are given during the day on Mondays 
and Fridays. Guards receive about one month of leave a year. If sentenced 
to the guardhouse for disciplinary punishment, inmates are fed bread 
and water every other day. Border guards are required to be Communist 
Party members , or to apply for membership In the party. Guards who are 
too young to belong to the party are required to be members of the Komsomol. 

lw Border guard training includes courses in horsemanship, life in the desert, 
tracking, communications, and the maintenance of communications. One such 
training installation Is located at Mary (N37-3£* E61-50), where there iiiUalso 
a school for border guard senior sergeants. Those draftees born In 1928, 
who were called up for service in 191*8 and sent Into the border guard service, 
were trained at the school at Mary. '
